Introduction 


This book offers more actual scroll-saw 
project patterns than were ever published 
in one volume. In order to provide as many 
patterns as we could, we had to present 
some patterns in one-half of their recom- 
mended size. However, with today’s mod- 
ern copy machines they can be enlarged 
easily and quickly, ready for sawing in just 
a few minutes. 

These projects incorporate some new tech- 
niques seldom found in other scroll-saw 
project designs. They are: 1. the optional 
surface-carving (Illus. 1-1) or wood-burning 
of line details that is easy to effect and that 
makes the finished project much more inter- 
esting and beautiful; and 2. extensive use of 
slot (mortise) and tab parts (Illus. I-2) in 


This book features an interesting and gen- 
erous variety of useful and well-designed 
scroll-saw projects with a Scandinavian 
theme. All are certain to appeal to men and 
women scroll sawyers of all ages. Some of 
the more ornate fretwork patterns were 
adapted from turn-of-the-century Swedish 
publications such as the Allers Familie 
Journal. Other patterns are original, simple 
contemporary designs that can be used to 
create functional pieces. This blend of old 
and new designs when combined with the 
capabilities of the modern scroll saw offers 
many possibilities. In fact, most of these 
patterns can be used to create three- 
dimensional, usable projects rather than 
just the typical flat cutouts.

assembly or halved joints (Illus. 1-3), in 
which the mating pieces slide into matching 
slots cut to the same width as the thickness 
of material being used (Illus. 1-4). These 
unusual features allow you to make projects 
more artistically unique than those made 
with the typical contemporary scroll-saw 
patterns offered today. When the slot and 
tab assembly techniques are used, nails and 
screws are seldom required. 


For those in the business of selling scroll- 
saw products, these designs are sure to be 
very popular. The easy assembly of the 
projects allows you to transport them 
knocked-down or to ship them flat for easy 
customer assembly. And, speaking of busi- 
ness potential, Gösta shares his numerous 
patterns and techniques for producing an 
exclusive and unique line of original 
wooden bookmarks (Illus. I-5) from paper- 
thin plywood. This is a proven business 
venture so successful it could be a full-time 
occupation in itself. 


We also have included a brief chapter of

copy machine to 200 percent. 

You may also elect to modify various pat- 
terns by enlarging (or reducing) them to 
any size. For example, the wheelbarrow 
projects on pages 60, 61, 72, 150, and 151 
in enlarged versions make beautiful flower- 
holding projects for indoor decorating or 
exterior lawn ornaments. 


Most communities have copy shops, but 
photocopiers with enlarging capabilities 
can also be found in public libraries and 
schools. Check the Yellow Pages of your 
telephone directory under the heading of 
Photocopying or Copying for the shop 
nearest you. New photocopiers are capable 
of enlarging any original pattern from this 
book to any size up to 200 percent, in one- 
percent increments. And you can get even 
greater enlargements by simply enlarging 
an already enlarged photocopy. 


The cost of making a photocopy of a pat- 
tern from this book is minimal (usually just 
a few cents). Having a photocopy made is 
quick, convenient, and far more expedient 
and accurate than the other old-fashioned 
ways of copying or enlarging patterns that 
use the squared-grid system or pantograph 
tracings. 


Enlarging Patterns with 
a Proportional Scale 


A proportional scale (Illus. 1) is an inex- 


The patterns and projects in this book 
range from delightfully quick and simple to 
moderately challenging. АП are fun and 
can be done with common tools and equip- 
ment found in typical home workshops. 
Most projects can be completed with just a 
scroll saw and drill to make the blade- 
entry holes for inside cutouts. A few proj- 
ects may be done more easily and quickly 
with the aid of some other power saws, 
sanders, and routers. However, basic hand 
tools can also be utilized. 


Youngsters and novice woodworkers should 
be supervised when they are working with 
power tools. Employ appropriate safety 
measures at all times for everyone inside 
the workshop. Always wear suitable eye, 
ear, and respiratory protection when any 
power tool is in use. For those new to 
scroll-sawing, we recommend Scroll Saw 
Basics, which covers all of the essential 
how-to techniques necessary to make the 
projects in this book. 


Sizing Patterns with a Photocopier 


To conserve space and to fit more projects 
into this book, it was necessary to print 
some of the patterns one-half of their origi- 
nal, recommended size. This information is 
noted on those particular patterns. These 
patterns must be enlarged. Usually they 
will be doubled in size, which is easily done 
with an office photocopy machine. To dou-

need to set the copy machine will appear in 
the opening. This process eliminates guess- 
work and trial-and-error methods from the 
sizing process. It also saves you money 
spent on wasted photocopies. Proportional 
scales are found in art-, graphics-, and 
printing-supply stores. Check the Yellow 
Pages to locate a shop that sells these help- 
ful devices. 


To see how helpful this tool is, and how 
easy it actually is to use, follow the steps 
shown in Illus. 2—4.

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pensive device that can help you determine 
exactly what percentage of enlargement or 
reduction you will need to set the photo- 
copier at to produce a pattern of a specific 
size. The scale is very easy to use; the little 
numbers and divisions make it look much 
more complicated than it really is. This 
device simply consists of two rotating discs, 
with numbers around their perimeters, 
joined by a common pivot. Align the 
dimension you have on the top disc with 
the dimension you want on the bottom disc. 
The exact percentage at which you will

Most of the projects require thin woods. If 
thin solid wood is not available locally or 
from your usual sources, contact West 
Friendship Hardwoods of West Friendship, 
Maryland; this company carries a variety of 
thinner solid woods milled exclusively for 
scroll-sawing. 


Plywood. The majority of the projects are 
best sawn from plywood, especially those 
projects having delicate, thin, and fretted 
designs or those that are assembled with 
halved joints. Look for good plywood, that 
is, material with no voids in its interior 
plies and with two good faces. Various 
species in either metric or fractional thick- 
nesses are available. 


Wood Materials 


Solid Woods. Exotic, highly figured woods 
are, as a rule, not required or recommended 
for the projects in this book. Such woods 
are expensive and not in the tradition of 
using basic, plain whitish woods. Pine, 
basswood, poplar, fir, and similar woods 
are good choices. They can be sawed and 
carved well and are fairly dimensionally 
stable woods that can also be painted. 
However, much Scandinavian woodwork is 
partially painted or left entirely unpainted 
and unfinished. Avoid cheaper wood grades 
that may have dark streaks or knots that 
would detract from the visual appeal of the 
wood. 
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pair of scissors to а rough size; 3. coating 
the back of the pattern with a very light 
mist of temporary-bonding spray adhesive 
(Illus. 5); and 4. hand-pressing the pattern 
copy directly onto the workpiece. 


Temporary-bonding spray adhesives are 
available at crafts shops and from mail- 
order sources. One kind we use is 3-M's 
Spray Mount adhesive, but other brands 
work egually well. Some craftspeople pre- 
fer using a brush-on application of rubber 
cement for securing patterns to the work- 
piece. This is an effective technigue only 
when you are working with small paper 
patterns. 


Before using the adhesive, test it on scrap 
first. To use the spray adhesive, simply 
spray a very light mist onto the back of the 
pattern copy; do not spray it on the wood. 
Wait 10 to 30 seconds, and then press the 
pattern onto the workpiece. It should main- 
tain contact with the workpiece during 
sawing. After all the cutting is completed, 
the paper pattern should peel very easily 
and cleanly from the workpiece (Illus. 6). 
Should the pattern be difficult to remove 
because too much adhesive was used, sim- 
ply wipe the top of the pattern with a rag 
slightly dampened in solvent.

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Plywood as thin as % inch is available, but 
most projects in this book utilize stock 
from %: inch for bookmarks and liners to Y 
and % inch for boxes and most other proj- 
ects. Typical good choices include birch- 
and poplar-faced plywood. If plywood is 
not available locally, contact Wildwood 
Designs, Inc., Richland Center, Wisconsin; 
this company carries plywood specially for 
scroll sawyers. 


It is always important to check all stock 
thicknesses against the pattern. Often, 
metric-sized plywood, although sold in 
fractional sizes, will be slightly under 
(or over) the dimension specified by the 
supplier. It may be necessary to modify 
your pattern slightly to allow for these 
inconsistencies. 


Transferring Patterns to the Wood 


Transferring patterns to material for saw- 
ing can certainly be done in traditional 
ways, such as tracing with carbon or 
graphite papers. However, the new tech- 
nique only involves the following steps: 1. 
copying the pattern directly from the book 
on an office-quality copy machine, at 
which time it can be enlarged or reduced as 
desired; 2. cutting out the pattern with a 


cuts or slanting slots (mortises) that must 
be made with the saw table tilted. You can- 
not stack and cut multiple parts with the 
table tilted. Of course, in some cases you 
can stack-cut with the table perpendicular 
to the blade. However, this method works 
only with those projects that have slightly 
angular tab-and-slot assemblies. You may 
need to cut the slots slightly wider than 
usual or file one inside wall of the slot or 
mortise to allow the tab to slip in at the 
necessary angle. In some cases, the angular 
penetration of the tab into a straight slot 
pinches the parts in position somewhat like 
a “snap fit,” thus holding the assembly 
tightly without the need for glue or nails. 
Two project examples with slight angular 
assemblies but that also may have some 
parts stack-cut are the wheelbarrow and 
carriage projects shown in Illus. 7 and 8. 


Surface Embellishment 


A number of designs allow for optional sur- 
face embellishment of basic relief carving 
or wood-burned detailing. Illus. 9 shows 
key racks with wood-burned line detail and 
with no surface detail. Illus. I-1 on page 8 
shows a surface-carved key rack. If nothing

Stack-Sawing 


Stack- or plural-cutting is a basic produc- 
tion technique that should not be over- 
looked whenever a quantity of the same 
cutout is required. It involves sawing two 
or more layers of materials at the same 
time. Very thin plywood can be stacked in 
many layers and cut all at once. (Refer to 
Illus. I-5, page 10, and page 34, which show 
the stacking of seventeen %-inch plywood 
bookmarks.) Sometimes scroll sawyers will 
use an inexpensive, low-grade material as a 
bottom layer to prevent saw-blade tear-out, 
or feathering, from occurring on the bottom 
or exit side of the project itself. 


You can hold together layers in various 
ways while they are being sawn; this 
includes nailing or tacking, spot-gluing in 
the waste areas, and using double-faced 
tape. If you want to tack layers of thin ply- 
wood together, place the stack on top of a 
steel plate. The nails will peen themselves 
just as they reach through the bottom layer. 
Touch them up with a file if necessary. 


It is important that you carefully analyze 
each project before stack-cutting its parts. 
There are some projects that require bevel
